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A Psychiatrist Looks 
at the Dentist 
and his 








PSYCHO-NEUROTIC 





STEVEN HAMMERMAN, M.D.

This 
paper was presented as a part 
of a Symposium on the General 
Health of the Dentist, on Fri- 
day, February 5, 1954 at the 
Greater Philadelphia Annual 
Meeting of the Philadelphia 
County Dental Society. 











In approaching this subject we might 
consider first the dentist as an individual 
and secondly the problems peculiar to the 
particular type of work the dentist does. 
In common with other professionals, 
there are certain general personality fea- 
tures found in the dentist which impel 
him towards a professional career. Out- 
standing among such personality traits are 
4 constellation of character elements 
which go to make up what is known as 
the compulsive type personality. In order 
to make more clear the structure and char- 
acter formation of the compulsive person- 
lity, a brief description of personality 
development is necessary. 

From a psychological and structural 
standpoint we consider the total person- 
ality to be composed of three main divi- 
sions. These are known as the id, the ego

and the superego. The id may be thought 
of as a substrate of the basic instinctual 
biological drives, is largely unconscious, 
has no time-frame reference, obeys the 
pleasure-pain principle and is not con- 
cerned with reality. It is composed in 
the broadest sense of the sexual and the 
aggressive drives or combinations of these 
two. The ego is that mostly conscious 
part of the personality which operates ac- 
cording to the principles of reality and 
whose basic function is to harmonize the 
unreasonable instinctual id drives with 
the demands of reality and the prohibi- 
tions of the superego. It is the source of 
judgment, reasoning, intellect, the vari- 
ous mental mechanisms of defense, in- 
sight and a host of other functions. In 
general it is concerned with the functions 
of proprioception and integration of in- 
ternal and external stimuli, and the final 
execution of organized behavior patterns. 

At birth, the ego is weak and unde- 
veloped, but grows and matures concom- 
mittant with the child’s physical and in- 
tellectual development. This normal 
growth and development of the ego de- 
pends on the proper amounts of love, 
warmth, acceptance, guidance and teach- 
ing that the infant and child receives 
primarily in the home from the parents 
and family. If these factors are present 
in proper dosage and time, the ego de- 
velops strength and a capacity for mastery 
and control of the instinctual drives in 
adherence with the growing demands of 











reality and later the prohibitions of the 
superego that the child and adult faces. 
The superego, although it begins to de- 
velop somewhat later than the ego, may 
be considered to develop as an outgrowth 
of ego development. It is that part of 
the personality which is concerned with 
inhibitions and the moral forces of life. 
It is composed in a sense of both the 
conscious and unconscious parts of the 
conscience, and is a direct internalization 
of those codes of ethics, behavior, do's 
and don'ts, rights and wrongs, that are 
inculcated in the growing child in the 
home, and primarily by the parents. The 
strictness of the individual superego is 
variable, and in general depends upon 
the emotional climate prevalent in the 
home during infancy and childhood. 
The dentist, in common with other 
professionals, must undergo a long, hard, 
depriving professional and character 
training in order for him to reach his 
goal and practice successfully. The den- 
tist again in common with other profes- 
sionals must be a person who, for the 
reasons mentioned above, will have de- 
veloped a relatively strong ego and 
superego in his personality structure. In 
general, such qualities, when present to 
any great extent, tend to promote the for- 
mation of the compulsive personality. 
Here characteristically, we find a more 
ready acceptance of duty dictates, atten- 
tion to detail, dependability, tendencies 
towards meticulousness and perfection, a 
capacity to delay the instinctual demands 
of pleasure, conscientiousness, a capacity 
for long sustained work effort and in gen- 
eral an increased orientation towards real- 
ity demands in terms of money, time and 
responsibility. The compulsive person 
tends to be somewhat rigid and inflexible 
and tends to react more on an intellectual 
level than on an emotional level. The 
compulsive personality in short is an in- 
dividual who has developed both strong 
ego defenses against the instinctual drives 
and a rather strict conscience, manifested 
by close adherence to the customs, mores 


and social codes of the culture in which 
he lives. 

With this short psychological back 
ground of the personality usually found 
in the dentist, I would feel we are now 
in a position to consider the dentist and 
his neurotic problems as they reflect his 
personality type and as they are related 
to the special features characteristic and 
peculiar to his work. In this connection, 
I feel most important is the fact that the 
dentist works in a small, cramped, te 
stricted area. This requires a strict lim: 
tation of his own motor activity and a 
constant pre-occupation with the problem 
of pain and the individual patient's re 
sponse to pain. Secondly, and of utmost 
importance is the fact that the dentist 
works in the mouth, an area of acute 
psychological significance both to him and 
to his patient. 

In the accomplishment of the average 
daily tasks in life, all of us use motor 
activity in all of its protean forms as a 
means of discharging normal amounts of 
aggressive impulses and drives. Because 
of the peculiarities inherent in his profes- 
sional work and also because of his per 
sonality type, the dentist is excessively 
limited in such motor discharge of ag- 
gressive impulses. Because of the fact 
that the patient anticipates pain and since 
all people resent the inducer of pain, the 
dentist is even more constrained and im 
hibited from the generation and discharge 
of even relatively normal quantities of 
aggression. As a result of this special 
situational stress, the dentist has an it 
creased struggle with his own already ex 
cessively inhibited aggressive drives. The 
resultant neurotic derivatives and com 
flicts that the dentist is prone to, there 
fore, will tend to some considerable & 
tent to have their unconscious roots im 
the inhibition of normal discharge of ag- 
gression. 

Another important psychological factor 
resulting in neurotic derivatives in the 
dentist is the constant, sometimes opef, 
hostility and rejection the dentist is sub 
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jected to, from his frightened, resentful 
patient. Being exposed to repeated re- 
sentment and rejection causes consider- 
able wear and tear on the self-esteem, 
even when the recipient is a psychiatrist 
who is emotionally trained for the task. 
This constant rejection may engender ir- 
ritability, headaches and chronic depres- 
sive feelings, all of which are apt to 
occur. 

The second factor of importance affect- 
ing the dentist and his neurotic potential, 
is the intense psychological significance 
to the patient of the mouth and teeth. 
From birth and thereafter, the mouth is 
of the supreme psychological importance 
as the prime organ of alimentation. As 
you know, the normal baby doubles his 
birth weight at the age of five months 
and triples it at the age of one year. In 
order to insure this proper nutrition 
which is so essential to the maintenance 
of life, nature attaches an erotic pleasure 
to the act of sucking and later to chewing 
and eating in general. The use of the 
mouth in frank erotic pleasures such as 
kissing and in some of the sexual perver- 
sions may remind you again of the psy- 
chological significance of this organ that 
you work in so intensively and carefully. 
In addition, the mouth and teeth are used 
as an organ for the discharge of aggres- 
sive impulses, such as biting, chewing 
and in a later derivation, in the form of 
aggressive speech such as cutting, biting 
remarks, etc. 

The patient, therefore, as you can see, 
is both unconsciously and consciously 
very sensitive to any manipulations or ac- 
tivities by another person in this psycho- 
logically intensely personal, intimate and 
important organ. In the unconscious, 
dental work may often have the signifi- 
cance of either a pleasing sexual seduc- 
tion or an aggressive painful sexual 
trauma. Such unconscious fantasies may 
generate in turn feelings of pleasure or 
guilt, acceptance or hostility and so, will 
often control the patient's attitude and 
behavior towards his dentist. This in 








turn may be an unconsciously determin- 
ing factor in the dentist's handling of his 
patient. A pleasant friendly and accept- 
ing patient enhances the self-esteem and 
causes in turn a relaxed and positive atti- 
tude on the part of the dentist. A pa- 
tient who is overtly or covertly hostile 
generates strain in the dentist and often 
retaliatory hostility and rejection on his 
part. 

Finally, in thinking of constructive 
suggestions in regard to the dentist and 
his neurotic problems, therefore, I would 
primarily consider the use to which the 
dentist may put his free time. Extra- 
working activities should be of such na- 
ture that they meet the need primarily of 
a more free and uninhibited expression 
of normal quantities of motor aggression. 
Activities such as golf, tennis, house- 
painting, carpentry work, etc., which al- 
low a vigorous, uncramped expression of 
motor aggression would seem to be most 
desirable. The planned, repeated utiliza- 
tion of such activities, which are also 
pleasurable to the individual dentist are 
necessary both for the maintenance of the 
proper doctor-patient relationship and 
also as prophylaxis against the psychoso- 
matic sequellae of prolonged inhibition 
of aggression some of which have been 
mentioned above. Also some attempt 
should be made to ameliorate the con- 
tinuous onslaught on the dentist's self- 
esteem incurred by the rejections from 
patients who will resent either the neces- 
sary pain involved or who will react with 
hostility to. what is unconsciously con- 
ceived as a sexual trauma. This problem 
might be approached by active attempts 
on the part of the individual dentist to 
find and pursue various interests and 
extra-curricular activities that serve to 
satisfy his own individual needs for grati- 
fication and give him a sense of success- 
ful accomplishment. In this connection, 
the importance of adequate erotic grati- 
fication within his own family life and 
the need for pleasurable friendships and 
social activities, is self-evident. 








Nutritional 
Therapeutics

The subject of human nutrition has 
long been of interest to the dental pro- 
fession. The use of mineral elements as 
calcium and phosphorus in pregnancy, 
lactation, and childhood to insure normal 
tooth and bone development is an ac- 
cepted procedure. The curtailment of 
carbohydrates in the diet of patients high- 
ly susceptible to dental caries is also a 
common practice. The prescribing of 
vitamin concentrates for the prevention 
and cure of dental and oral diseases is 
not only acceptable but is overdone in 
many instances in private practice. The 
inclusion of roughage in the diet as (1) 
a detergent for the teeth and gums is 
stressed as a preventive measure in caries 
susceptibility, (2) to stimulate the normal 
growth of the jaws, and (3) for the 
maintenance of health of the peridental 
tissues. While these and other nutritional 
therapies are used by the dentists, the full 
significance of nutrition is not appreci- 
ated. 

The normal human diet should contain 
carbohydrates, fats, proteins, inorganic 
salts, vitamins, and water in adequate 
amounts. The foodstuffs should be so 


prepared that the maximal amounts of 
nutritional substances are preserved and 
that the food may be eaten, digested, ab- 
sorbed, and eliminated in the most efh- 
cient manner. The preparation of foods 





is often as important as the selection. An 
exact balance of dietary essentials is ap- 
parently not necessary for normal growth, 
health, and reproduction. The physio- 
logic range for these substances is wide, 
the body storing some during days of 
plenty, synthesizing others from the com- 
moner substances, and excreting those in- 
gested in amounts larger than needed, 
There are basic dietary substances which 
are needed for the maintenance of life, a 
higher level of requirements for the main- 
tenance of growth and health, and an un- 
known requirement which makes for 
buoyant health, longevity, and a vigorous 
life. It is the latter that we should strive 
for as a profession and as a nation in a 
world order. 

For the intelligent practice of nutri- 
tional therapeutics there are a few essen- 
tials which must be understood. The first is 
the physical status of the patient; his abil- 
ity to masticate, digest, assimilate, metab- 
olize, and excrete. An understanding of 
dietary needs in health and disease is the 
basis for all calculations for quality and 
quantity. The dentist should know where 
in the literature to find the daily dietary 
requirements (of carbohydrates, fats, pro- 
teins, inorganic salts, vitamins, etc.) for 
patients of all ages and in all states of 
health and disease. He should know how 
to instruct his patient in making a dietary 
chart of his daily food intake, and be able 
to transpose the chart into mathematical 
figures of calories and grams. By com 
paring these figures with the patient's re- 
quirements, a comprehensive study of the 
patient's nutritional status may be ob 
tained and a plan of treatment formu- 
lated. If this is too much for the dentist 
to assimilate, he is obligated to acquaint 
himself with the symptoms associated 
with deficiency diseases so that he may 
diagnose patients’ conditions correctly and 
refer them to some dentist or physician 
who is better informed in this phase of 
treatment. 

The application of the principles of nu- 
trition in restorative dentistry has never 
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received the attention that it warrants. 
Unfortunately, the average dentist sees 
only the patient's teeth, forgetting that 
the mouth is but a functional part of an 
entire body. The destruction and loss of 
teeth by dental caries and peridontal dis- 
eases result in oral crippling. The func- 
tion of mastication is adversely affected 
in direct proportion to the number of 
teeth affected and to the extent of the 
periapical and peridontal involvement and 
infection. This means that the efficiency 
of chewing is decreased, the pleasure in 
eating is lessened, and often the amount 
and kind of foods are restricted. One 
or all of these factors tends toward mal- 
nutrition and further dental disease. 
When these teeth are restored the dentist 
often forgets that they are functioning 
units and that the functional contour 
should be restored. As a result, the nor- 
mal excursion of food over the teeth is 
interrupted, food impaction occurs, pocket 
formation results and normal cleansing of 
the tooth surfaces is impaired. 

When tooth extractions are necessary, 
the dentist must realize that more than an 
esthetic fault occurs. The masticatory 
function is handicapped, and the occlusal 
and the proximal contacts are disturbed, 
which eventually results in the teeth wan- 
dering and in traumatic occlusion. The 
results are always the same—a disturb- 
ance in masticatory efficiency. Replace- 
ments with fixed or removable dentures 
testore a functioning surface for mastica- 
tion and permits the resumption of a 
more normal diet. The older practice of 
having the patient wait for healing and 
often for complete bone resorption be- 
fore the insertion of a denture may result 
in a nutritional crisis. These patients 
tither partially chew their food or fail to 
tat a proper diet. If continued over a 
period of time, deficiency symptoms may 
result. In patients with ill health, these 


dietary restrictions may exascerbate exist- 
ing conditions, as gastric and duodenal 
ulcers, diabetes, kidney disease, anemia, 
ttc. For best results in patients with mul- 


tiple extractions, a dietary regime should 
be planned, mimeographed, and given to 
the patient. At the time of insertion of 
a denture or dentures, a soft diet should 
be prescribed so that the best functional 
and psychic adjustments may be made 
during those difficult first weeks. 

The practice of nutritional therapeutics 
is likewise necessary in surgical cases. In 
oral trismus as from pericoronitis infec- 
tions, following extraction of the lower 
2nd and 3rd molars, or cellulitis of the 
face and neck; a soft diet should be pre- 
scribed. It will assure an adequate intake 
of food, which is so essential to patients 
who are overcoming an infection and 
healing soft and hard tissue lesions. The 
ingestion of 1000 to 2000 cc. of water 
per day also is necessary to maintain nor- 
mal elimination. In oral fractures in 
which the continuity of bone is not dis- 
turbed by trauma or muscle tension, a soft 
balanced diet is very essential. Adequate 
amounts of calcium, phosphorus, and the 
vitamins should be assured. In fractures 
requiring fixation of the jaws, a liquid 
diet is required which must fulfill all of 
the nutritional needs, plus supplements 
of the minerals and vitamins previously 
mentioned. Careful feeding of these 
fixed wired cases is also important in pre- 
venting gastric distress, nausea and vomit- 
ing. Vomitus, not being able to escape 
through the mouth, may be aspirated into 
the lungs, producing strangulation or 
pneumonia. 

In cases of osteomyelitis of the maxilla, 
mandible, or contiguous bones, the pa- 
tient may find difficulty in masticating 
food and in eating a balanced diet. As 
these patients are often affected for weeks 
and months, marked nutritional disturb- 
ances may result with lower resistance to 
infection and retard wound healing. For 
these patients an adequate dietary pro- 
gram is necessary for best results. 

As would be expected, there are many 
causes of nutritional diseases other than 
those in the dental field. Many of these 
conditions show symptoms of malnutri- 





tion in the oral cavity. In some instances 
the early symptoms are in the mouth or 
about the lips and face. The obligation 
of the dentist in these cases is to recog- 
nize the symptoms and correct the diet 
whenever possible, or refer the patient to 
a specialist for treatment. A restoration 
to normal diet is always better than the 
prescribing of dietary concentrates which 
are generally of temporary value only. 

Food allergies which result in lesions 
of the skin, gastrointestinal, and respira- 
tory tracts often cause the patient to re- 
strict the causative food, and many times 
foods which are not a causative factor, 
resulting in a deficiency state. An allergy 
to milk in infancy and early childhood 
is a common complaint which results in 
infantile rickets and associated dystro- 
phies of the teeth and jaws. Such pa- 
tients need dietary instruction from the 
dentist if normal teeth and jaws are to 
be formed. 

During childhood and early adoles- 
cence anorexia is often present. Volun- 
tarily these children may restrict their 
diets to the point where dental and oral 
health are impaired. The problem is difh- 
cult to solve and generally requires medi- 
cal consultation. The physical and mental 
condition of the patient should be checked 
and the dietary habits of the parents 
studied. Adequate amounts of exercise, 
fresh air, sleep, rest before and after 
meals, vitamins of the B complex group, 


and often a reconditioning of the eating 
habits, are necessary. 

In old age the appetite is often im- 
paired, and the diet becomes monotonous, 
This is particularly true of people living 
alone and doing their own cooking. Such 
patients are inclined to have deficiency 
diseases, and the dentist should be ever 
watchful for early symptoms. It is not 
uncommon in America to see symptoms 
of pellagra in elderly women who live 
alone and do their own cooking. Their 
diet often consists chiefly of tea and toast. 

In warm climates where foodstuffs are 
difficult to keep fresh, the diet is often 
greatly restricted. This is particularly 
true in rural areas where electric or ice 
refrigeration is impossible. The diet of 
these people is often low in milk, fresh 
meats, fish and fowl, fruits, and vege- 
tables. Such a restricted diet often pro- 
duces deficiency symptoms of calcium, 
phosphorus, iron, proteins, and the vita- 
mins. In America before World War Il 
a large percentage of the population of 
the rural sections of the south showed 
symptoms of deficiency diseases. The 
dentists in such areas should diagnose 
these conditions and correct the diets 
whenever possible, or prescribe dietary 
concentrates. Such endemic areas are 
public health responsibilities, and should 
be the divided responsibility of all of the 
public health specialties, of which den- 
tistry is an integral part.

PENNSYLVANIA 


Dr. LeRoy M. Ennis, eminent Phila- 
delphia dental authority, has accepted 
appointment as advisor to the Govern- 
ment of Egypt on dentistry and public 
health affairs in the land of the ancient 
Pharoahs, it was announced last night. 

Scheduled to leave Philadelphia for 
Cairo this week, Dr. Ennis will arrive in 
the Egyptian capital city in time to take 
over his new duties December 1st. Dr. 
Ennis is Professor of Oral Roentgenology 
in the School of Dentistry and in the 
Graduate School of Medicine of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

In order to accept the new foreign 
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post, Dr. Ennis has been granted a leave 
of absence for one year from the Uni- 
versity. This is the second consecutive 
leave of absence for one year granted 
Dr. Ennis by University authorities in 
order that he may perform special pro- 
fessional services abroad. One year ago 
Dr. Ennis accepted an offer by the U. S. 
Government of a Fulbright Professorship 
to the University of Cairo, Egypt, for the 
purpose of reorganizing and modernizing 
the entire system of dental education and 
procedures of the Cairo institution of 
learning. 

Successes attained by Dr. Ennis in the 
rehabilitation of Cairo University’s den- 
tal program prompted the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment authorities to make overtures in 
behalf of continued services by Dr. Ennis 
—this time for all the people of Egypt 
in an enlarged role. 

For his new assignment, Dr. Ennis is 
designated as advisor to the Permanent 
Council for Social Welfare Services. The 
Council includes the several Egyptian 
Ministries of Health, Education, etc. 
They build schools, roads, hospitals and 
supervise construction of new measures 
for the improvement of life generally 
among Egyptians. 

“In dentistry alone, there is much 
work to be done in Egypt,” said Dr. 
Ennis. “In all Egypt there are but 540 
practitioners to supply the needs of ap- 
proximately 24,000,000 people. For the 
most part, the only Egyptian who goes 
to a dentist is an Egyptian in pain. 
Caries (decay) rages uncontrolled; den- 
tures are unknown to the majority of the 
people. But the people want help; all 
they need is the facilities provided them. 
They have never had the experience of a 
dental health program.” 

A public health program with ample 
provision for dental features is now be- 
ing launched along both banks of the 
Nile, said Dr. Ennis. Currently in the 
blueprint stage are plans for a new dental 
school at Cairo to be government owned 
and operated. A survey of the entire 





Egyptian populace is being conducted. 

Opportunities for dental practice in 
Egypt are at high ebb, said Dr. Ennis. 
In the United States, there is one dentist 
for approximately every 1,700 of the 
population: in Egypt, the ratio currently 
is one dentist for every 45,000 of popu- 
lation. The number of graduates of the 
two Egyptian dental schools—Cairo and 
Alexandria Universities—is about 325. 
Of the total 540 dental practitioners in 
the country today, about 215 represent 
foreign practitioners who are graduates 
of dental schools outside Egypt. 

One of the most promising factors in 
building for new health in Egypt, Dr. 
Ennis said, is the clean stream of the 
Nile. Sewage dumping in the river is 
strictly banned and the laws pertaining 
thereto rigidly enforced. At some seasons 
of the year, the waters of the Nile are 
muddy. But water supplies in Egypt are 
reinforced by the accretions of myriad 
artesian wells. With all that, added Dr. 
Ennis, the Egyptians are keenly interested 
in the possibilities of water fluoridation. 


PITTSBURGH 

Alumni of the University of Pittsburgh 
School of Dentistry have inaugurated a 
campaign for contributions to the $15,- 
000,000 building for the Schools of the 
Health Professions by naming Dr. Wil- 
liam D. McClelland as chairman of their 
organizing committee. 

An alumnus of the School of Dentistty 
and a member of the Pitt Board of Trus- 
tees, Dr. McClelland will seek area chair- 
men to lead his organization in 10 
branches of the Odontological Society of 
Western Pennsylvania, largely composed 
of Pitt Graduates. 





Dr. McClelland appointed Drs. Wil- 
liam J. Corsello and George A. McBeth 
to serve as vice-chairmen. They will have 
the advice and support of Dr. William 
F. Swanson, dean of the School of Den- 
tistry, and Drs. Clarence W. Hagan, 
Jacob C. Eselman and E. G. Meisel, all 
members of the dental faculty. 

The Pitt School of Dentistry is one of 
five schools to be located in the Univer- 
sity’s Health Center, and one of four 
which will occupy the new building now 
under construction at the rear of Presby- 
terian Hospital on Terrace Street. The 
integrated schools include Medicine, Den- 
tistry, Pharmacy and Nursing. The Grad- 
uate Schools of Public Health will oc- 
cupy a separate building to be constructed 
in the plot of land bordered by Fifth 
Avenue, De Soto, O'Hara and Bouquet 
Streets. 

The building now occupied by the 
School of Dentistry was dedicated in 
1912. Clinical instruction is given at the 
Dental Infirmary located at Thackery and 
O'Hara Streets, where thousands of pa- 
tients are treated annually. 

The faculty of the school is also re- 
sponsible for dental service at the Falk 
Clinic and in several of the Health Cen- 
ter’s affiliated hospitals where students 
receive some of their instruction in pre- 
operative and post-operative patient care. 

In addition to the laboratory and teach- 
ing facilities which the School of Den- 
tistry will share in the new building, pro- 
vision is being made to include the 
school’s library of some 36,000 volumes, 
thousands of pamphlets, and the large 
collection of historical research material 
on medical subjects including the earliest 
known works on dentistry.

Your Relief Fund 


This is an appropriate season of the year to speak of gifts and of GIV- 
ING. In late October the 1954-1955 fund drive of the American Dental 
Association Relief Fund was formally opened. Seals were mailed to all 
members. 

In Pennsylvania most members of the dental profession were blessed 
with good health during the past year. Only eight members asked financial 
aid from the Relief Fund of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society. The gift 
of being able to carry on in their profession was taken from those eight 
members because of accident or illness. The gift of being able to help, 
through voluntary contributions, is possessed by those who are more fortu- 
nate. 

Again this year a nation-wide quota of $100,000.00 has been set by 
the ADA. Pennsylvania has been asked to give $6,810.00. Last year con- 
tributions from Pennsylvania amounted to $5,475.75, or 80.2 per cent of 
the total fixed for the State. It is regrettable that we did not meet our quota. 

This year a contribution of only one dollar and one-half per member 
would give us enough to meet our quota.

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The Decision on OASI 


At the 95th Annual Session held in Miami, members of the House of 
Delegates of the American Dental Association again rejected proposals that 
the Association go on record favoring either compulsory or voluntary par- 
ticipation of dentists in the Old Age and Survivors Insurance program of 
the Federal Security Act. 

The resolution favoring the inclusion of all members was defeated by 
a vote of 235 to 152; the resolution for participation on a voluntary basis 
by a vote of 180 to 153. 

This year’s action marked the fourth time since 1949 that the House of 
Delegates voiced its opposition to inclusion of members of the profession 
in the OASI program. 

An analysis of the Miami vote points to (1) the decision of the House 
of Delegates not to approve inclusion definitely substantiates the position 
of the Association to oppose coverage of members of the dental profession, 
and (2) the vote this year, compared to the 1953 vote when the proposal 
was rejected by a 312 to 64 vote, indicates that the trend of members may 
be gradually moving toward inclusion. 


This year voting machines were provided for delegates to cast their 
vote. Each one had the opportunity to vote according to the dictates of his 
conscience. The delegates, selected in a democratic manner by his constitu- 
ents, had the moral obligation to be guided by the mandate of those whom 
they represented, not by personal feelings. We know that we were repre- 
sented by men who honored our trust. The decision is recorded. Those 
who are not pleased may take solace in the fact that the issue is not dead. 
Perhaps, next time, a different decision will be made—and that will be re 
corded.
